- Function as a member of a multidisciplinary assessment and treatment team 
- Complete intake assessments/evaluations for new clients who are referred to LBCAP for 

mental health services through GAIN/DPSS in order to remove mental health barriers to 
employment 

- Provide comprehensive, employment focused treatment planning and individual psychotherapy 
- Work collaboratively with GAIN/DPSS (GSW) program representatives 
- Attend quarterly and monthly CalWORKs providers meetings and trainings as needed 
- Assist clients with SSI application process 
- Assist with crisis intervention and emergency hospitalizations of CalWORKs clients 
- Become proficient in evidence based practices utilized by the CalWORKs program
